It is unnecessary to emphasize here the 
ineed for an abundance of water to keep

perenne Nor..is it necessary to under- 
score the importance of those factors from 
the standpoint of attracting tourists and

Give your skin a chance to get 
| used to exposure nd you won't 
be sunburned this year. All you 
need is a little protective color- 
ing before you start sun bathing 
im earnest. You may not have 
noticed it but more adults than 
| youngsters develop sunburns. 
| Sunburn is not a joke as severe 
| Shock and toxemia may result 
| from over exposure. Intelligent 
exposure of the skin«to the 
summer sun will prevent. sun- 
| burn. 
| Sunlight is made up-of. differ: 
ent kinds of rays. The heat rays 
pai relatively..long and do not 
| penetrate the skin, but the short 
| ultra violet rays do, The propor: 
| tion of the various wavés in ,the 
sunlight are always the same ‘but 
they reach the earth in different 


and the condition of the atmos- 
| phere,.There is a certain amount | 
of coloring matter in every skin. | 
Under the stimulation of the | 
jultra violet-rays, this color in-| 
creases ‘in quantity, until a tan 
appears, This is the skin's way 
of protecting itself against the 
harmful effect of the sun's rays. i 
SOME ARE SENSITIVE 
Moderate exposure to the sun 

produces a feeling of warmth 
and relaxation followed by slight | 
flushing of the skin, while long 
exposure produces redness, blis- | 
ters, swelling and destruction of | 


may have a generalized reaction | 
| with headache, vomiting, fever, | 
nausea, and weakness. There is} 
a curious sensitivity to sunlight 
in which some people develop 
brown warty spots which turn | 
| into skin eancers early in life. 
| Persons differ greatly in their 
| susceptibility to sunlight. Blondes 
are more sensitive than bru 
nettes.. Skin of brunettes is 
| usually thicker, contains more oil 
and tans more easily, Although 
| brunettes show less tendency 
te sunburn than blondes, this ex- 
cessive coloring also prevents ab 
sorbtion of the sun's rays in the 
skin. Mothers of » yourigsters 
should remember this, for the 
children with the best tan are 
usually the one, who require vita- | 
min D earliest in the fall. People 
from 20 to 50 years of age are 
apparently more susceptible to 
the sun than younger persons, 
probably because they have less 
chance for gradual exposure in 
the spring. | 
When sunburn occurs, sogth- 
ing, cooling, protective lotions | 
are beneficial. More severe 
grades require the attention of a | 
physician, because of the possi- 
bility of complications. Avoid ex- 
cessive @xposure when the sun 
is directly overhead, and the at- 
mosphere is perfectly clear, Se- 
vere burns may develop on 
cloudy “days” as ~the~individual 
does not realize that so many | 
rays are coming through. Sun | 
bathing in- moderation is bene- 
ficial for. most adults, as the 
greatest effect is the relaxation 
it produces.

And if Vancouver can boast-of such a 
progressive outlook, why should we hide our 
light under a bushel? 

‘GENIUS AT WORK’ 
Ss I ‘WENT out to the plant of G. B, 

Murdie, Ltd., on the Industrial Reserve, 
where logging and. other heavy maphinery 
is made, 

And must confess, right at the start, that 
I found myself in a new and strange world! 


For ¥ don’t know, anything about machinery. 

However, 'I wak"at\once taken up 'to the 
drafting room and made the acquaintance 
of-three bright lads who are “sponsored 
students” of the firm. 

Incidentally, the first thing I noticed 
was a sign on the wall: “Silence. Genits 
at Work.” 

It didn’t have much effect in_ silencing 
me—in_fact, just the opposite. 
EMBRYO ENGINEERS 

ECAUSE I AT ONCE wanted to know all 

about the three young geniuses who 
were working there so busily. 

Two of them, Jack Slingsby and Ralph 
Ainscough, are U.B.C. students taking ‘the 
engineering course—Jack in his fourth year, 
while Ralph has finished his second. 

The other lad, Ron Allen, is also going 
in for engineering. He has just finished 
two years at Victoria College .and ‘is going 
on to U.B.C. 

I was amazed at the work ‘they were 
doing, working out intricate designs for in- 
trieate machines and parts, in beautifully 
executed drawings. 

Mr. Murdie explained that the boys do 
the whole thing. After being given the gen- 
eral design for some piece of machinery, 
they work it out to the tiniest detail, all to 
perfect scale 

And the final blueprints are made from 
their ‘pen and ink drawings.

I SEE THE WORKS 

FTER SEEING THE, three-embryo en- 

gineers at work, I was taken on a tour 
of the plant. 

As I said before, what I don't .know 
about.machines would fill a book, And 
when it comes to logging machinery—well, 
it would fill a library. , 

But I was immensely interested in the 
various, presses and cutters, and marvelled 
‘at the way they shaved great Diesel crank- 
shafts as easily as cheese—removing a ton 
of steel chips from them! 

~And was initiated into the mysteries of 
tungsten and ‘the way iis extraordinary 
hardness is utilized for cutting purposes. 
GEARS AND GADGETS 
I WAS INTRIGUED, too, by the formidable 

looking gadgets, donkey-engines, shafts 
and things which come out of—or go into— 
the insides of boats. 

And by. the micrometer degree of ac- 
curacy required in ‘making the_ various 
pieces of machinery 6n which. the logging, 
shipbuilding and various other industries 
depend. 

And by the gear-cutting machine of 
ancient vintage—bullt in 1893, I'm told— 
which still does a marvellous precision job, 
down to thousandths of an inch. 

Incidentally, it was while watching its 
performance that I learned of some of he 
problems of such an industry these days. 
OBSOLESCENCE. PROBLEM 

‘OR MUCH OF THE machinery being 

used in smaller plants today is obsolete 
and slow, compared to that installed in gov- 
ernment-owned projects erected since the 
war began. 

And under wartime pressure these older 
machines have been subjected to terrific 
strains, which may slow them down more 
than ever 

So, with machine toole still as scarce as 
the proverbial -hen's teeth, firms like Mur- 
die’s are watching with anxious interest 
the disposal plans of the War Assets Cor- 
poration + 

And.hoping that.some cognizance will 
be taken of their pressing needs in the 
way of, machinery and tools 

I hope so, too, not only for 
an old-established local industry--but also 
for--the.sake of the U.B.C. lads who are 
learning the practical end of their studies 
in its drafting room.
